Wilmington 
men fought 


at Concord

The holiday known as 
Patriots’ Day marks the 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Concord and Lexington. 

While the Fourth of July cele- 
brates the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence, 
marking the formal separation 
from England, Patriots’ Day 
commemorates the first battle 
of the Revolutionary War. And 
yet Patriots’ Day is only a state 
holiday, and a Monday holiday 
at that. 

There were a great many 
Wilmington men who respond- 
ed for the call to arms on the 
night of April 18-19, 1775. And 
while Concord and Lexington 
are not in Wilmington’s back 
yard, they are close neighbors. 
The Minute Men from 
Wilmington had only 17 miles 
to march that night. 

Boston and the towns of 
Eastern Massachusetts were 
hotbeds of action in the period 
leading up to the Revolutionary 
War. The Boston Massacre and 
the Boston Tea Party are well- 
known events that occurred in 
the years before the actual 


fighting began. 
The division between the 

colonists and the King began 
over the issue of taxation. 
About 1761, the British began 
an effort to be more efficient in 
taxes on molasses on 

ships entering the port of

League of Women Voters 
Candidates square 


off in final 


WILMINGTON - Candidates 
met one final time before the 
Annual Town Election and 
debated at the Wilmington 
Memorial Library on 
Wednesday, April 10. The 
event, which was sponsored by 
the Wilmington League of 
Women Voters, gave selectmen 
candidates Michael McCoy, 
George Hooper and Raymond 
Lepore opportunities to put 
forth their positions on the “hot 
button” issues of the day. 

The first sequence of the 
debate, which was officiated by 
Billerica Town Moderator 
Maureen Sullivan, allowed each 
of the three candidates to pose 
a question to their competitors. 

McCoy, who asked the first 
question, targeted fellow select- 
man Hooper and asked him to 
explain his decision to vote 
alongside other members of the 
board when they initiated a 
police investigation against 
McCoy at their April 8 meeting. 
The investigation, which has 
stemmed from allegations 
made by Chairman Robert Cain 
and other parties, is currently 
focusing on whether or not

McCoy offered to pay individu- 
als for the expenses of an 
appeal if they were to bring 
forth a suit that challenged a 
permit that granted Focaccia’s 
Restaurant to set up shop. 
McCoy has denied any wrong- 
doing. 

“I do not wish to get involved 
with this conversation,” Hooper 
responded. 

McCoy countered that he and 
the tax payers of Wilmington 
deserved an answer to his ques- 
tion. 

“You have an obligation to tell 
people why you referred a 
member of the Board of 
Selectmen - - your opponent, 
mind you,” answered McCoy. 

The exchange ended there, 
and the debate turned its focus 
to issues. Hooper asked his fel- 
low candidates what, if elected, 
they would do to ensure a posi- 
tive “free cash” reserve in the 
future. (At this moment, the 
‘Town of Wilmington is enjoying 
a budget surplus of more than 
$8 million.) 

Lepore praised the manage- 
ment of the town’s money and 
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this election and incumbents 
Nora Zinan and Thomas 
Siracusa are unchallenged in 
their bids to continue serving. 
Such a case is similar for the 
one unexpired term on the com- 
mittee that is being sought 
solely by incumbent Barbara 
Breakey. 

The races for the single five- 
year terms on both the Housing 
and Redevelopment Authorities 
currently raises more questions 
than likely answers as to who 
will ultimately fill them.

WILMINGTON - When it 
comes to Selectmen Robert 
Cain and Michael McCoy, the 
game of “he said, he said” con- 
tinues. 

It has been a little more than 
a week since the Board of 
Selectmen voted to instruct the 
Wilmington Police Department 
to investigate allegations 
brought forth against 
Selectman McCoy by Chairman 
Cain. The allegations stem 
from a period in early 1999 
when the Planning Board 
granted a Special Permit to 
Robert and Peter DePesa that 
allowed them to move forward 
with the opening of Focaccia's 
Restaurant in town. Cain 
alleges that McCoy approached 
him during that time and 
offered to pay the expenses if 
the chairman were to file an 
appeal against the decision. At 
the April 8 meeting, 
Wilmington resident Brenda 
Finn asserted that McCoy 
made the same offer to her 
father, whose property abuts 
the parcel on which the restau- 
rant stands. 

McCoy has _ emphatically 
denied any wrongdoing. Given 
that the allegations surfaced 
within a month of the Annual 
Town Election, a day on which 
McCoy hopes to be re-elected, 
McCoy says that the charges 
amount to nothing but dirty pol- 
ities. 

Cain, however, is sticking to 
his story. 

“Mr. McCoy made a special 
trip to my office to see if I 
would personally, or knew of 
someone who would, appeal the 
special permit granted to 
Focaccia’s,” says Cain. “I guess 


it was in 1999 when he asked if 
I could speak to my nephew 
who is an abutter to the 
Focaccia property, to see if hc 
would appeal the Planning 
Board's decision to grant the 
special permit. He offered to 
pay whatever legal costs that 
would be involved, but my 
nephew was not interested.” 

According to McCoy, such an 
incident never occurred. 

“I never approached Cain 
about this appeal and never 
offered to pay anybody to 
oppose the Special Permit, 
said McCoy. “Bob Cain is a liar 
and looking to unseat me 

Cain has faced some criticism 
in the weeks since his accusé 
tions because some have ques: 
tioned why he waited until now 
to make the charges that he has 
made. According to Cain, he 
didn’t make this proposal pub- 
lic knowledge back in 1999 
because, “as a resident and 
business owner, I thought 
McCoy had the right to oppose 
the Special Permit granted to 
Focaccia’s.” 

In the later part of 1998 anc 
early 1999, McCoy, who owns 
Michael's Place, a restaurant 
on Lowell Street, did attend sev 
eral Planning Board meetings 
that involved the Focaccia 
Restaurant's request for a 
Special Permit for operation 

“I did not ever go on record 
opposing the Focaccia 
Restaurant,” says McCoy. “My 
only concern was the traffic 
study and the entrance to the 
restaurant.” 

At a November 16, 1998 Board 
of Appeals meeting, a traffic 
study was requested by Philip

“The Ethics Commission was 
established to foster integrity in 
government and promote public 
trust. The Conflict of Interest Law 
regulates the conduct of all state, 
county and municipal employees 
and volunteers, whether paid or 
unpaid, full or part time, intermit- 
tent or temporary. General Law 
chapter 268A governs what public 
officials and employees may do on 
the ‘job, what they may do after 
hours, or on the side, and what 
they may do after they leave pub- 
lic service. 

Frequently Asked Questions 

and Answers 

QI. What is conflict of interest? 

A. Generally, a conflict of inter- 
est arises when public officials 
acting in their official capacity 
participate in matters involving 
their private interests, 

Q2. Whois a “publicemployee?” 

A. A public employee is a per- 
sonperforming services for or hold- 
ing anoffice, position, employment 
or membership in a state, county 
or municipal agency, whether by 
election, appointment, contract of 
hire or engagement, whether serv- 
ing with or without compensation, 
ona full, regular, part time, inter- 
mittent, or consultant basis. 


Elected members of a town meet- 
ing and members of a charter com- 
mission are not public employees 
for purposes of the conflict law. 

Isn’t the Master Plan Commit- 
tee an appointed body providing 
services for a municipal agency on 
a consultant basis? 

Secondly, the Master PlanCom- 
mittee members have volunteered 
a lot of their time and it is wrong 
and unfair for the integrity of their 
efforts to be undermined by mis- 
representation and unclear legal 
advice. I serve on the Open Space 
Committee and I was not aware 
that I was considered a “special 
municipal employee.” 1 am sure 
that members of the Master Plan 
Committee did not realize this ei- 
ther. However, when something is 
wrong you fix it. 

You do not continue down the 
same wrong path. Maybe the time 
has come to bring outside authori- 
ties into our town and not only set 
the record straight, but to help 
regain ethics and goodwill of gov- 
ernment back to the citizens. I do 
not believe the Master Plan was 
compromised by conflict of inter- 
est as a whole because specific 
properties appear not to be identi- 
fied in the plan’s recommenda- 


bylaw overlays so the committee 
members who could benefit from 
those actions can recuse them- 
selves from discussion, eliminat- 
ing a conflict of interest.

port tax increases, given that 
the town enjoys such a healthy 
surplus, McCoy suggested that 
some of that money should be 
returned to the tax payers, pro- 
vided that the town would still 
be in “great financial shape” 
afterwards. 

“It’s not the money of the town 
hall,” McCoy stated. “It’s our 


money. 

Hooper disagreed. He 
reminded the audience that the 
town was more than $2 million 
in debt when he joined the 
Finance Committee 13 years 
ago. He also drove home the 
point that the state has made 
deep cuts in local aid. 

Said Hooper, “I don’t believe 
that now is the time to think 
about turning over $8 million 
back to the tax payers, when we 
don’t know what's coming down 
the road.” 

Lepore advocated spending 
“more wisely, more slowly,” and 
suggested that the best way to 
“give back to the people” would 
be through using available 
funds for installing water mains 
where needed and improving 
the 20 miles of unfinished roads 
in town. 

The debate eventually turned 
its focus to the traffic in 
Wilmington that has, during its 
peak moments, created grid- 
lock on such roads as Route 38 
and forced commuters to seek 
alternative streets through 
adjacent neighborhoods. The 
candidates were asked their 
thoughts on the traffic and 
what they would do to mitigate 
it in the future. 

“We have to find a way to keep 
commercial traffic out of neigh- 
borhoods,” said Hooper. “It's a 
major problem, and it’s not 
going to go away. Every time a 
student graduates the tenth 
grade, they get an automobile, 
so every year we get another 
300 or 400 new cars in 
Wilmington. The children are 
not going to stop driving.” 

Lepore suggested that the pro- 
posals in the Master Plan to 
erect new housing on Lowell 
Street and Route 38 might not 
be the best idea because it 
might “exacerbate” traffic. 

McCoy stated that the signs

When applying mulch, keep it 
away from direct contact with 
stems and trunks to prevent poten- 
tial disease. 

For trees, apply mulch as far 
out from thetrunk as the branches. 

*Plant a tree to provide shade 
for your lawn. 

*Plan and design your garden 
for efficient watering. Cluster 
plants that have the same water 
requirements to reduce unneces- 
sary watering and fertilization. 

*Keep your lawn and garden 
free of “thirsty” water weeds. 

*Don’t over-fertilize. 

Too much fertilizer can burn 
the grass, damage the soil, and 


attract pests. Excess fertilizer will 
also run off when it rains into a 
river, lake, or stream and possibly 
pollute drinking water supplies. 

*Aerate your soil once a year 
to help retain moisture. 

*Consider xeriscaping - gar- 
dening techniques that minimize 
the use of water - when planting. 

Xeriscaping incorporates seven 
basic principles including careful 
planning of your landscape, soil 
preparation, efficient irrigation, 
and use of plants suited to local soil 
and climate. The key is keeping 
the amount of “water thirsty” 
plants and grasses in your land- 
scape to a minimum. You can also 
decorate creatively with interest- 
ing objects that need no water at 
all, such asrocks, bricks, benches, 
gravel, and deck areas.

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Boston. Molasses might not 
seem like much of an issue, 
unless you consider that it was 
used to make rum, which 
meant that a lot of molasses 
went through the port. 

Subsequently, more taxes 
were implemented. In 1765, the 
Stamp Act placed a tax on all 
documents. That same year, 
riots broke out. In one instance, 
a mob attacked the Boston 
home of the tax collector, doing 
considerable damage. Soon 
thereafter, the home of the lieu- 
tenant governor was targeted, 
with severe damage. 

The Stamp Act was repealed 
on Feb. 22, 1766, which resulted 
in a wild celebration when 
word reached Boston three 
months later. But parliament 
soon replaced the Stamp Act 
with the Townshend Act, plac- 
ing taxes on goods going 
through the port. 

In 1768, the ship Liberty, 
owned by John Hancock, 
arrived in Boston with a cargo 
of wine. The captain declared it 
to be of much less volume than 
was true, and when an inspec- 
tor arrived aboard to check the 
amount, the crew seized him 
and nailed him in a cabin. He 
was held there until the excess 
wine was unloaded. 

On October 1, 1768, British 
troops arrived in Boston, initi- 
ating what became known as 
the Occupation. 

Things continued to heat up, 
leading to the Boston 
Massacre, on March 5, 1770. A 
mob of Yankees had surround- 
ed a British patrol, which had 
come to the rescue of a sentry. 
Although the patrol officer did 
not give an order to fire, a shot 
was fired, and the eight sol- 
diers fired into the crowd. Five 
men were killed. 

Probably the best-known 
event leading up to the 
Revolution came on Dec. 16, 
1771. Hundreds of Yankees 
dressed as Mohawk Indians 
raided three tea ships at 
Griffin’s Wharf on the Boston 
waterfront. In three hours, they 
cleaned the ships of tea, dump- 
ing the tea and chests into the 
harbor, The event, known i

the cannon. When the British 
troops arrived, there was little 
they could do. The bridge they 
had to cross was drawn, and all 
boats had been taken to the 
opposite shore. The British 
were able to negotiate an 
arrangement where they were 
allowed to cross the bridge, but 
they could not go within 150 
yards of the cannon. Not a shot 
was fired, but the event was not 
without significance. The 
British had tipped their hand, 
and the patriots knew their 
alarm system worked. Another 
point was that the British 
believed that the Colonists 
would not shoot. 

There were other British 
incursions into the countryside, 
seeking stores of powder, can- 
non and muskets. But the raid 
that began on the evening of 
April 18 was different. 

British troops headed for 
Lexington in hopes of capturing 
two prominent leaders of the 
revolutionary movement, John 
Hancock and Samuel Adams. 
Adams, a maltmeister, was a 
church deacon in Boston and 
unquestionably the strongest 
leader in the Sons of Liberty. 
Hancock was a_ well-known 
merchant, better described as 
a smuggler, and a very wealthy 
one at that. 

The movement of British 
troops in Boston were closely 
watched, and riders were ready 
to alert the countryside should 
Movement become imminent. 


William Dawes set out on 
horseback by way of Boston 
Neck. Paul Revere, meanwhile, 
had a church deacon display 
two lanterns in the steeple of 
Old North Church, giving the 
famous “One if by land, two if 
by sea” signal. The British 
troops were crossing the 
Charles River. Revere also 
crossed the Charles, borrowed 
a horse, and set forth on his 
famous ride.

The British troops, mean- 
while, had arrived at 


they took positions on two 
bridges. By that time, hundreds 
of Minute Men were swarming 
to the battle. At Old North 
Bridge, the British troops were 
backed up to the bridge by hun- 
dreds of Minute Men. No order 
was given to fire, but the 
British fired, killing two 
Yankees, and wounding a drum- 
mer, The Yankees returned the 
fire, killing three soldiers and 
wounding four. The British then 
started their march back to 
Boston. 

At Bedford, the Minute Men 
from Wilmington learned of the 
skirmish at Lexington, and 
were told that the British had 
proceeded to Concord. Col. 
Ebenezer Bridge of Billerica 
took command of the several 
groups of Minutemen, and 
ordered them to Meriam’s 
Farm in Concord, at a point 
where the road crossed a 


the BHtsH 
came marching down the road. 
At Meriam's Corner, they had 
to form a narrow column to 
cross a bridge. The Minute Men 
took advantage of this forma- 
tion and opened fire. From then 
on, it was virtually a shooting 
gallery for the Minute Men, fir- 
ing from positions alongside 
the road. The British troops, 
whose uniforms and equipment 
were more for show than for 
battle, dropped their packs and 


case of delayed troops that day. ~ 
The Minute Men from Salem 
and Marblehead stood and 
waited, while their captain 


awaited orders that never 
came. They arrived a half hour 
the British reached 
Cambridge. 

The Americans suffered 
heavy casualties that day, but 
the British fared much worse. 
There were 49 Americans 
killed, and 39 were wounded, 
The British lost 73 men, and 174 
were wounded. 

One of the Minute Men who 


responded from Wilmington” 


that day was Daniel Gowing; 
who lived on what is now Park 
Street. His house still stands, 
and has for many years been 
the home of the Andersens. 
Gowing, as he departed his 
house early that morning on 
horseback, pulled a sapling as 
a switch. When he returned 
home that night, the switch 
was still in the saddle of his 
horse. He planted the sapling 
near his house, and it became 
known as the Lexington Elm. It 
lived for nearly 150 years, and 
was finally cut down about the 
time of World War I. 


Capt. Cadwallader Ford, Jr. . 


became a courier in the 
Revolutionary War, replacing 
Paul Revere, who had become 
too well-known to the British. 
The Minute Men companies 
were soon disbanded, and 
many of the men then fought in 
the Continental Army. 

Many of Wilmington's Minute 
Men are buried in Wildwood 
Cemetery, in the lot next to the 
old Town Hall. The late William 
Meyer, a longtime member of 
the re-created Wilmington 
Company of Minute Men, did 
an exhaustive study of the 
“Pave Sites. That study is in the; 
historical room of the 
Wilmington Memorial Library. 

Some of the descendants of 
the original Minute Men still 
live in Wilmington. Bob 
Butters, descended from 
William Butters, has been a 
member of the re-created 
Wilmington Minute Men for 
many years.

Fenton, and the case was con- 
tinued for an indefinite time 
until after a Site Plan Review.

She hopes a bad start does not 
equal a bad ending.

out worry,” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.”

Selectman George Hooper, 
Superintendent Woods 
appeared before the Board of 
Selectmen during its meet- 
ing. According to Selectman 
Hooper, a briefing from 
Woods had become neces- 
sary in recent weeks because 
some people in town have 
communicated to him a num- 
ber of concerns about the 
community’s water supply. 
The concerns, said Hooper, 
ranged from some residents’ 
fears that harmful chemicals 
might exist in the water to 
the uncertainty of just how 
much of the resource 
remains available. 

“The water quality is 

very high, said Woods. ‘The 
water is very good tasting. 
There are no that 
are going to hurt anyone. 
There are no problems with 
the quality of the drinking 
water’ 

“According to Woods, there 
are two locations in town, the 
property of the Olin 

ion on Eames Street 
and the Spinazola Landfill 
that do remain under close 
scrutiny because they are in 
close proximity to five of the 
town’s wells. To date, said 
Woods, there are not any 
harmful constituents in the 
Olin plume and studies are 
being conducted to deter- 
mine whether or not the con- 
taminated materials at the 
Spinazola_ Landfill are 
migrating closer towards the 
wells or stabilizing. 

“Here is a summary of 
some of the matters on 
which Woods reported. 

“Water Quality: According 
to Woods, the Wilmington 
Water Department has 
exceeded the level of testing 
that has been mandated by 
the State Drinking Water Act 
of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 
Furthermore, said Woods, 
levels of nitrite have not 
appeared in the town’s latest 
round of testing of its wells. 
By state law, a town must 
test once a year for nitrite 
levels at each water treat- 
ment plant in a community. 

“A comprehensive sam- 
pling round was completed in 


October of 2000 at the 
Butters Row Water 
Treatment Plant, which is 
where the Olin plume rears 
its head. The water at this 
location was tested for 100 
different chemicals, and, 
according to Woods, only 
notably high levels of sodium 
were discovered. 


“The water is safe and 
meets or exceeds all drinking 
water standards; said Woods. 
‘The one exception is sodi- 
um...”

“The plans to eliminate 
the existing 1-93/128 clover- 
leaf, the worst intersection in 
the state, and upgrade the 
ramp system still has a long 
way to go,” notes the Woburn 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.”

Nutrition and physical 
activity guidelines set 


The American Cancer 
Society announced today the 
release of its new Nutrition and 
Physical Activity Guidelines for 
Cancer Prevention. The new 
guidelines place more empha- 
sis on the importance of physi- 
cal activity for both youth and 
adults, and provide a first-time 
recommendation for commani- 
ties to play a role in improving 
the health of their residents. 

“People planning to make 
changes in their diet and look- 
ing to adopt a healthier 
lifestyle should be sure to also 
include a strong commitment 
to regular physical activity,” 
said Colleen Doyle, MS, RD, 
director of nutrition and physi- 
cal activity for the American 
cancer Society. “These healthi- 
er behaviors are made easier if 
governments, worksites, 
schools and neighborhood help 
facilitate them and provide 
access to the resources people 
need.” 

According to the Society, 
nearly one-third of the more 
than 500,000 annual U.S. cancer 
deaths are attribute to diet and 
physical activity habits. the 
Society’s newest guidelines 
stress adopting a diet with a 
wide variety of healthy foods 
that are primarily plant-based. 
They advise eating five or more 
daily servings of vegetables 
and fruits and recommend eat- 
ing whole grains over refined 
grains for more nutrients and 
fiber. 

In addition, based on evi- 
dence that cancer risk is influ- 
enced by the type of fat con- 
sumed, rather than simply the 
total amount, the guidelines 
recommend limiting the intake 


of foods high in saturated fat. 
The new guidelines also urge 
people to limit their consump- 
tion of alcohol if they drink at 
all, and to lose weight if over- 
weight or obese. 

“maintaining a healthy 
weight is important to reduce 
cancer risk, “said Doyle. “The 
most healthful way for people 
to do this is to make healthy 
dietary choices and to increase 
their level of physical activity.” 

While physical activity 
affects cancer risk indirectly, 
through its role in helping to 
prevent obesity, it also plays a 
more direct role. For example, 
with colon cancer, physical 
activity accelerates the move- 
ment of food through the diges- 
tive system, which reduces the 
time that the lining of the 
bowel is exposed to i 
cancer-causing substances. 
Physical activity’s likely role in 
breast cancer risk reduction is 
that it decreases the exposure 
of breast tissue to circulating 
estrogen. 

Every five years, the Society 
works with experts in the fields 
of nutrition, physical activity 
and cancer prevention to 
review current scientific evi- 
dence and develop recommen- 
dations that reflect the best of 
what is known about the rela- 
tionship between diet, activity 
and cancer risk.

in Burlington 

“As the School Committee 
deferred its vote on the fiscal 
2003 budget, discussion 
turned to the overcrowded 
conditions at the Memorial 
School,” notes the Burlington 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.”

“Another student was due 
to start at the Memorial this 
month, Principal Robert Teel 
previously reported
